of laryngitis, with a temperature of 103 degrees. 
This is accompanied with severe coughing and dis- 
charge from both nostrils.” 

W. C. Whitney, has been advised by his manager 
at La Belle Stud, near Lexington, Ky., of the ar- 
rival of six foals by Hamburg, three colts and three 
fillies.

There was another acquisition to the imported 
thoroughbred stallions in the Blue Grass when Bel 
Demonio arrived several days ago at John B. Ewing’s 
farm to do stud; service and join Top Gallant, Han- 
well and other crack race horses. He came from 
Prescott, Ont., and is a son of Uncas— Belladonna, 
dam of Don de Oro and others. 

T. C. McDowell only started clipping his horses 
Tuesday, The Rival being the first of his lot to 
enter the tonsorial parlor. Allan-a-Dale is in the 
next stable and is as docile as a dog and will put 
his head on one’s shoulder. McDowell says he is 
the best-dispositioned horse in the world. 

The first foal by Previous, one of the few horses 
that ever defeated Hamburg, has been dropped at 
Kenmore, whare Arthur Feat.berstone’s horses are. 
It is a bay filly out of Iroquoi9 Belle, the stake- 
winning daughter of Iroquois and Yorkville Belle.
